Whereupon, the Jed honſe attended his honour, in the council chamber ; when 
Mr. Speaker addreſſed bis honour in the following manner:

« Conformably to your honour's direction, fignified in his majeſty's name, and agreea- 
bly to the ancient uſage and cuſtom of parliament, the houſe have proceeded to the choice 
of a ſpeaker, and have conferred that honour upon me; but, however partially they may 
Have acted on this occaſion, conſcious of my own inatility to diſcharge the duties in a man- 
ner becoming ſo important an office, I am in hopes your honour will afford the houſe ano- 
ther opportunity of making a more proper choice, by direCting them to proceed to a new 
election.“

GEoRGE the third, by the grace of God, of Great-Britain, France, and Ireland, king, and 
of Jamaica lord, defender of the faith, Sc. Td the proveſi-mar/hal-general of this our 
. faid ifland of Jamaica, greeting. 

Fhereas we have thought fit, by and with the advice of our privy-counctil, to diſſolve the late 
general eſſembly, end to iſſue our royal proclamation, declaring our will and pleaſure for calling 
a new one, as Joon as conveniently may be, to meet in the town of St. Jago de la Vega, in the 
Mau aforeſaid, on Wedneſday the fifth day of Ofober next, to make, conſlitute, and ordain, 
laws, flarutes, and ordinances, for the public welfare and good government of our ſaid iſland : 
Theſe are thereſare to require yeu, to make publication of this our will and pleaſure, at the uſual 
place, in the pariſh of St. Catherme, on Friday the ſecona day of September next, and then and 
there to proceed to the election of three of the moſt fit and diſcreet freeholders, to be choſen by the 
mayer part of the frecholders of the ſaid pariſh then and there preſent, to appear and ſerve as 
their repreſentatives in the ſaid aſſembly; and you are to ſee that the ſaid election be freely and 
indifferently carried, without faction or intereſt, and to make a due return thereof, immediately 
after ſuch election, unto our governor and council, with à certificate annexed, under the hands 
and ſeals of the principal and moſt ſufficient freeholders of the ſaid pariſh, then and there preſent. 

l itneſs the right honourable ALEXANDER earl of BALCARRES, ſicutenant-governor and 
commander in chief in and over this cur iſland of Jamaica, and the territories thereon de- 
pending in America, chancellor and vice-admiral of the ſame, at St. Jago de la Vega, the

XXXIII. Tat the miſrepreſenting the - proceedings of this houſe is a breach * privilege, and 
deftruttive of the freedom of the Ps 


xxxIV. Tat to aſſert this hind hath ns power of commitment, but of their own members, 
fonds to the ſubverſion of the conſtitution of the houſe. 


XXXV. That no perſon committed for breach of privilege, by order of 'this houſe, ought to 
be diſcharged during the ſeſſion of aſſembly, but by order o or warrant of this houſe.

report from à committee recommending the grant of money or a vote of credit, till fuch motion or 
report has been made three days.

The maroons arrived in better health than was apprehended: Being deſirous to meet 
your lordſhip's repreſentation, and the withes of the government of Jamaica, relative to 
theſe people, I cauſed them to be diſembarked, which was alſo abſolutely neceſſary to pre- 
ſerve their health; and lieutenant- general his royal highneſs prince Edward, was pleaſed to 
employ as many as voluntarily choſe, upon the fortifications erecting in this town. A 
packet then ſailing, I reported the whole to his majeſty's miniſters of ſtate, and repreſented, 
that theſe people were pleaſed, and deſirous to ſettle in this country; from which ! appre- | 
hended not the leaſt danger of inconvenience, if they were properly provided with build. 
ings, lands, ſubſiſtence, implements, clothing, and other neceſſaries, until they could ſup- 
port themſelves by their own induſtry ; means for which arrangement I underſtood were li- 
berally provided by the government of Jamaica, and to be continued while neceſſary. As 
your lordihip expected, I ſoon received his majeſty's commands to provide for the comfort 
and preſervation of theſe people, and by the next mail a definitive inſtruction for their be. 
ing ſettled here, if thought it might be done with ſafety. _ I have therefore recommended 
the beſt meaſures to effect this ſalutary purpoſe, which Mr. Quarrell and Mr. Ochterlony 
purſue with unexampled cal. patience, and affectionate care. By my advice, an eſtate is pur. 
chaſed for the iſſand of Jamaica, on which theſe people are ſettled in a little village near 
the town: This was an happy and cheap purchaſe, as it furniſhed houſes for them, which 
could not poſſibly have been built in time for this ſeaſon + With theſe, and ſome others we 
are in treaty for, and thoſe that can be erected, they will be comfortably lodged through 
the enſuing winter: The whole eſtate is veſted in the iſland of Jamaica, that if the ma- 
roons ſhould not be finally eſtabliſhed on it, the property may be diſpoſed of, or applied in 
any manner your lowdſhip's zovernmem * direct: Hittterto they behave very well; a

few men among them only appear to be ill-tempered and diſſatisfied ; but they are ſo fully 
ſenſible of their utter inability to any military oppoſition, and by far the greater part of 
them being ſenſibly inclined to make the beſt of their ſituation, that the un muſt ſubmit 
and in a very little time be as well pleaſed. * 

« Being unacquainted with this climate, and the habits which reſult "Ray it, and oat. 
tomed to war, and the uncultivated ſavage mannersof a warm inland country, they have much 
to learn toward a good uſe of the benefits provided for them: Among the beſt means to ad- 
vance their civilization, is immediate inſtruction in the Chriſtian religion, reading, writing, 
and arithmetic. For this important duty, I have appointed a chaplain and-teacher, of the 
church of England, with an affiſtant, to. reſide among them, regularly perform public wor- 
ſhip, and to teach all thoſe that are capable; they are much ſatisfied with this regulation,, 
and 1 am convinced it will conduce exceedingly to reclaim them to the rules and comforts 
of ſocial life; the eſtabliſhment will be about 2 50. ſterling per annum, beſides a glebe houſe 
and land on the eſtate. On the 23d inftant, the pariſh church, which I have borrowed for 
their uſe, is to be opened, and the ſchool commence the day following. 

« As Mr. Quarrell and Mr. Ochterlony, who, I beg leave to aſſure your lordſhip, have in- 
finite merit in conducting the difficult and important truſt committed to them, will naturally 
give the beſt detail of theſe proceedings, I may not further treſpaſs at preſent, than juſtly 
to repreſent, that the ſettlement of the maroons in Nova-Scotia, will be full as happy to 
them as it can be uſeful to the iſland of Jamaica, and that I {ball gladly continue to exert 
my beſt influence and attention thereto.

and defeat; when it is obvious beſides, that even the decided ſupenority of our naval force, 
or of our military force, under ſuch diſpoſitions as offenſive operations might require, form 
no certain fecurity againſt the unforeſeen and deſtructi ve machinations of the common ene- 


queſtion, the impreſſion which ſuch a meaſure may make on the military in general, whoſe 
minds may not be as open to he influenced by the generous conduct of their officers in this 
caſe, as I dare ſay they would be in every other, appears to be a meaſure well deſerving the 
exertions of your lordſhip's beſt abilities to prevent and avert: 10

brown company of St. James's, and a ſergeant of the 62d regiment, deſperately wounded ; 
and, at the requeſt of colonel Fitch, the 83d regiment, who had neither ſurgeon or mate: 

That your memorialiſt, on the 23d day of the fame month, marched with the troops 
from Vaughansfield, and was at the taking of the Old Maroon-Town, when three men

Vour memorialiſt, during the time he was there, attended tlie ſick negroes * the work - 
ing parties ; was frequently ſent for to Shaw's Caſtle, to the fick and wounded of the militia, 
at that time commanded by captain Scarlett; that, at different times, he was ſent for to the 
wounded of the 83d regiment, and ſome of the working parties, particularly at the time 
the maroons attacked colonel Godley's poſt : 

That your me morialiſt marched. with the regiment, to Petit-River, where he gave me- 
dicines to the ſick of the working parties, as well as to the 19th dragoons at Cudjoe-Town, 
and advanced poſt, and the bad regiment; that, in attending the different poſts, he was 
expoſed to great fatigue and danger; that, after the maroons came in, he for ſome time at- 
tended, and gave medicines to, the ſick and wounded :' 

That your memorialiſt was with the 624 regiment, at the different 2 they were quar- 
tered at, and not one day abſent from duty, ſince the commencement of the maroon war 
to the end thereof; 

That your memorialiſt embarked in the tranſports that conveyed the maroons from 
Montego-Bay to Port-Royal, and conſtantly attended, and gave medicines to, the maroons,

Four memorialiſt finding that the pay of an hoſpital mate, and that only from the 20th 
day of October, 1795, was by no means adequate to the extraordinary trouble and W 
attending the late campaign or maroon war;

rebellious maroons; and, in the courſe of that time, frequent ſevere and {mart ſkirmiſbet 
and engagements were had, between detached parties of the ſaid companies and the ſaid ma.

& That a negro man ſlave, named Cornwall, belonging to the eſtate of Nicholas Trougli, 
planter, 3 now in the poſſeſſion of John Hilton, eſquire, the acting executor in 
the affairs and concerns of the ſaid eſtate, and the attorney to the heirs of the ſaid Nicholaz 
Trought. voluntarily came and joined the ſaid forces at Poſt-Auguſtus, and, during all the 
time before mentioned, conducted and behaved himfelf with the utmoſt fidelity and fpiri: 
upon all occaſions, inſomuch as to attract the notice of the petitioners in a very ſuperio: 
degree, who have, on that account, becon e intereſted in the future welfare and happine; 
of the ſaid negro ſlave, and are deſirous of being inſtrumental in bringing about the ſame: 


« That, in addition to the general good conduct and behaviour of the ſaid negra ſlave, 
the petitioners beg leave to repreſent the following ſervices performed by the ſaid negro; 
wiz. That the ſaid negro ſlave being well acquainted with the various tracks through the 

woods of that part of the iſland, from his long reſidence on the plantations of his late maſter, 
called Mocho and Catadupa, he was frequently ſent out as a ſpy upon the actions and 
movements of the ſaid rebellious maroons, and to diſcover their haunts and receſſes; a ſer- 
vice he always performed with the utmoſt alacrity, diſpatch, prudence, and bravery ; and, 
particularly, on the 7th November, 1795, the ſaid negro ſlave was or ered to go from 
Poſt-Auguſtus to Mocho, to gain intelligence of the ſituation of the rebels, when, upon 
his return, he was purſued by them, and a gun preſented at him, which miſſed fire, he be- 
ing ſo near as to hear diſtinctly the ſnapping of the flint: That, in conſequence of the in- 
formation conveyed by him that day, the petitioners, the ſaid William Vincent Ruſſell and 
Lewis Williams, proceeded early in the morning of the next day, with the volunteers 
and detachments of the Weſtmorland dark infantry, accompanied by the ſaid negro man, 
in ſearch of the rebels, and, after a ſhort march, being then in a very thick part of the 
wocds, and on the fide of a ſteep hill, a very ſevere and heavy fire was commenced upon 
them by the maroons from their places of concealment above: That, from the advantageous 
fituation of the maroons over the ſaid party, and from the ignorance of the ſaid William 
Vincent Ruſſell and Lewis Williams, and of their men, of that part of the country, a dread- 
fub ſlaughter, if not the total deſtruction, of the ſaid party, would have been the inevitable 
conſequenee, but for the knowledge of the ſaid negro-man, of a track leading into the open 
ground, which thev immediately took to, and thereby extricated themſelves from their dan- 
cer, without the loſs of a man : That, notwithſtanding the favourable poſition fo gained by 
the ſaid party, the rebels were ſo much encouraged by their numbers and ſtrength, and ſo 
confident of ſucceſs, upon an attack, as to purſue and give battle, which laſted for ſeveral 
hours; during which the ſaid negro man was preſent, fighting with the greateſt coolneſs and 
courage, until the rebels were completely driven off the field: That, the ſaid negro man, 
from his knowledge of the interior parts of the country thereabouts, was s the means of the 
ſafety of the ſaid troops upon many other een 


That the petitioner, the ſaid Simon IO Begg, hath, on behalf of himſelf and the 
other petitioners, applied to the ſaid John Hilton, to manumize the ſaid negro man, upon a 
full and valuable conſicezation being paid for the ſame, but the ſaid John Hilton hath been 
obliged to decline the ſame, from a want of ſufficient power and authority in him ſo to do, 
and upon no other reaſon or account whatever:

— That it appears from the Gage letters of fir John Wentworth, licutenant-governor Ad 
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that province, and of Mr. Quarrell, being among the papers referred to in, and ſent down to 
the houſe with, his honour's meſſage of the gth November, that the conduct of the maroons 
during their paſſage, and ſince their arrival at Halifax, had been fo orderly and ſubmiſſive, as 
to induce the lievtenant-governor to afford them protection, until his majeſty's pleaſure could 
be known; aud that, in the mean time, arrangements were made for their accommodation and 
maintenance, previous to the winter ſetting in, as particularly mentioned in the letter before 
Gated from fir John Wentworth to lord Balcarres: By a letter of the 12th Auguſt, from 
Mr. Ochterlony, the deputy commiſſary, it appears, that advices had been received from his 
grace the duke of Portland, fignifying his majeſty's wiſh, that every thing ſhould be done 
for the comfort of the maroons ; which, by the advice and aſſiſtance of lieutenant-governor 
Wentworth, was effected, in the purchaſe of an eſtate, near the town of Halifax, on which 
there were comfortable buildings, well ſuited to lodge them. during the winter: And it fur- 
ther appears, from fir John Wentworth's letter of the 10th October, that theſe people were 
pleaſed and defirous to ſettle in that country ; that a licenſe of occupation had been granted 
by the lieutenant-governor for ſixteen or ſeventeen thouſand acres of land adjoining the 
eſtate ſo: purchaſed, and that application for a grant of the ſame would be made to his ma- 
jeſty, for the expreſs purpoſe of ſeitling the maroons in a proper manner in the colony of 
Nova-Scotia ; and, with this view, Mr. Quarrell, by the particular recommendation of fir 
Jokn Wentworth, ordered from London various articles to a very conſiderable amount for 
their ſupport and accommodation, as appears by letters from them, dated the 13th Auguſt 
and 19th September: Im effecting the ſeveral purpoſes before mentioned, the credit given 
to Mr. Quarrell by the receiver-general, for 10,0001. ſterling, in part of the grant of 25,0007. 
currency to the commiſſioners of public accounts, was exhauſted ; it therefore became ne- 
ceſſary for him to apply for a further credit of 5000l. ſterling, to enable him to victual and 
ſupport the maroons during the winter ſeaſon ; which ſum, the committee are of opinion, 
ſhould be immediately afforded him: It further appears, that an additional grant of mon 

from the houſe will be required, in order to carry into full effect the ſeventh reſolution of 
the joint committee of conference, as reported to the houſe on the 20th April, ſtating, 
that the maroons ſhould be maintained. at the public expence of this iſland, for a rea- 
ſonable time after their arrival at the place of deſtination :” But the committee beg leave to 
ſubmit, that a period ſhould be fixed and declared, after the expiration of which, this coun- 
try ſhould be no longer bound to ſupport theſe people .in their ſettlement in Nova- Scotia: 


That the maroons having been ſent off this iſland by the legiſlature, in conſequence of 
their atrocious and rebellious conduct, the humanity of this country will be fully manifeſted 
by the meaſures taken for their preſent ſubſiſtence and comfort, and for their future ſupport, 
until it may be reaſonably expected they ſhould maintain themſelves, by their labour and 
induſtry, in cultivating thie lands provided for them, or by other employment in which 
they may gain a livelihood: e 


That the committee are therefore of opinion, that ſuch further ſupport ſhould be limited 
to the 22d July, 1798: That the maroons ſhould be comfortably ſubſiſted by this country 
to the 22d July next; and that, for the year then next enſuing, the ſum to be allowed for 
the ſupport of each man, woman, and child, ſhould not exceed 100. ſterling ; the committee 
being fully convinced, from the tenor of fir John Wentworth's letter to Mr. Quarrell and 
Mr. Ochterlony, of the 13th Auguſt, being No. 3 of the papers ſent down to the houſe 
Woh the ſaid meſſage from his honour the lieutenant-governor, that theſe people, poſſeſs- 
Ing lands, and provided with implements of huſbandry, and ſeeds for planting, and enjoy- 


ing moreover the adyantages of fiſhing and fowling, may then ſupply their own wants with

They find, that, in November, 1791, the late eart of Effingham was requeſted to tranſmit 
an addrefs to the king, beſeeching that his majeſty would be pleaſed to encreaſe the military 
force om this ſtation, in ſuch manner as to his majeſty ſhould ſeem meet; in particular that 
his majeſty would be graciouſly pleaſed to order a regiment of liglit dragoons, augmented: to 
300 men, for the internal ſervice of this iſland, and to augment the four regiments of foot 
then here, from 400 to 7e men each; for which augmentatior of the infantry, they ſtated; 
Vat the afſembly had already pledged themſelves to provide, and promiſed to make ſuitable 
preparation and proviſion for the regiment of cavalry, and to raiſe ſuch; ſums as'might be 
deemed neceſſary for putting the barracks in the ſeveral pariſhes, and ſuch buildings as miglit 
be wanted for the accommodation of the horſe, in proper condition for tlieir reception:

That the committee find, that, in the ſaid letter, a diſtinò ion was made between internal 
and external defence, and conditions were. annexed. previous to the ſending the reinfarce- 
ment aſked for, which juſtly gave great uneaſineſs to the late aſſembly ; in conſequence of 
which, they voted a meſſage to his honour the lieutenant-governor, declaring, * that the 
conditions demanded by Mr. Secretary Dundas, in his ſaid letter, were inadmiſtible :” Your 
committee however find, that the late alſembly, coutinuing to entertain the greateſt appre- 
henſions from the dangerous ſtate of Hiſpaniola, and being moſt anxious to ſee the military

expence incurred in defraying their eſtabliſhment ; which expence, from the very heavy 
preſſure of the public debt, occaſioned by the maroon rebellion, this iſland was unable to

In 1757, a battery was erected on the ſpot on 
which Fort-Lindſay now ſtands, and barracks were built to accommodate about forty men

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proprietor, Mr. ThomusPinnodk, v u confiderable ſubſcriber, and readily conſented that the 
fort ſhould be bvilt on bi land; butit does not appear, that he made any grant or conveyance 
of the land, either do the pmith; or to the public, and he died in 1758, teaving his eſtate to truſ. 
tees, in ſtrit ſettlement, without any power of alienation, and no conveyance theredf has ſince 
been made by his ſucceſſor. After the concluſion of that war, the fort was abandoned, and 
the buflEings were permitted to tall imo rains.

That the commiſſioners find that, on the 2d 'of December, 1994, they ſtated in their 
report to the houſe, the reaſons why that contract could not be carried into execution, and 
the conſequent neceſſity they lay under of adopting arrangements for the relief of the fick, 
as nearly correſponding with the intentions of the houſe as in their power: The ſame al- 
lowance was granted, after deducting the value of the health ration, and the fotm of the 
| hoſpital accounts was agreed upon and kept, under direction of the board, with the utmoſt 
regularity ; but, from the neceſſity of converting the health rations into money, it was 
found that great loſs enſued, and abuſes gradually crept in, which appeared to- exiſt in fo 
great a degree, upon the arrival of ſome new regiments, that the numerous ſick liſt ſeemed 
to derive but little benefit from the liberal provihon made for their accommodation, and it 
was found impoffible to obtain regular accounts of their expences: The commiſſioners took 
the opportunity, afforded them by the termination of the contract for ſubſiſting the army, eo 
prevent the further iſſue of health rations to the ſick, and ordered that a ſum, equal to the 
contract price of the ration in 1793, ſhould be added in money to the hoſpital allowance, 
in lieu thereof, ſo that the ks 18s.

- That the commiſſioners obſerve, that although this arrangement does certainly produce 
a ſaving to the country, and an advantage to the hoſpitals, the expence is, however, enor- 
mous; inſomuch, that, from the number of men appearing on the fick liſts, ſome of the 
monthly ſtatements have frequently ariſen to upwards of 200. for one regiment : Upon . 
the whole, the commiſſioners being of opinion, that the monthly ſtatements, in 
due form, ought to be paid, they have directed the ſame accordingly ; but they moſt carneſtly 
recommend to the houſe, the propriety of recurring to the ancient practice of leaving to 
the care of the reſpective commanding officers, and the attention of the ſurgeon of the 
forces, the whole of the hoſpital buſineſs; and, inſtead of allowing a certain ſum for each 
be it ſtrong or weak, it ſeems more adviſable to allow, in addition to the regi- 
mental hoſpital funds, the ſum of 6s.
